Baptist  Church  — Meetings  continue 
as  usual  on  Tuesdays,  Thursdays,  and 
Sundays,  notwithstanding  the  hot  weath¬ 
er.  The  “new  departure”' of  the  pastor 
in  the  conduct  of  the  Sabbath  morning 
service,  wherein  ten  minutes  of  £he  time

rather  novel,  yet  we  must  say  interesting  row  remains  to  those 
and  profitable.  A  short  talk  to  the  chil¬ 
dren  on  some  appropriate  subject,  to?

older  people.  Some  of  the  congregation,

Mr.  E.  B.  Corby  followed  in 
strain,  recounting  one  or  two  instances  of 
the  poverty  of  the  church  twenty-five 

Sear*  ago.  To  be  a  Met hodist  then,  was 
l  some  sense  a  reproach;  persons  were 
converted  and  then  joined  some  of  the 
other  chuches  because  they  were  more 
popular.  Upon  one  occasion  a  Sunday 
school  celebration  was  held  in  a  neigh bor 
ing  church,  and  it  was  said  that  seats 
would  be  provided  for  the  Methodist 
school.  When  the  time  came  to  go  into 
the  church, they  were  given  seats  upon  the 
window  sills. 

Mr.  Albert  Field  followed  with  some  re¬ 
marks  of  congratulation,  after  which  Rev. 
Mr.  Crane  spoke  of  early  Methodism  in 
Bloomfield.  The  Old  Stone  Ohurch  in  the 
Morris  neighborhood  was  founded  about 
1827,  for  the  joint  use  of  Bloomfield  and 
Franklin.  It  was  a  small  Imilding,  38x40, 
which  remained  until  it  Was  superseded 
by  the  present  church.  Retv.  Mr  Collins 
used  to  say  that  he  left  the  prints  of  his 
finger  nails  upon  the  stones  in  the  founda¬ 
tion  of  that  church ;  he  had  tended 
mason  himself  and  toiled  hard  in  the 
building  of  his  church.  Soon  after  the 
building  of  this  church,  James  Wilde 
came  to  Montclair  and  started  his  woolen 
factory  there.  As  most  of  his  operatives 
were  Methodists,  he  helped  to  build  a 
church  where  the  Washington  School 
House  now  stands,  and  afterwards  gave 
the  land  for  the  Montclhir  Methodist 
Church.  Mr.  Crane  is  about  to  prepare 
a  fuller  account  of  the  growth  or  Meth¬ 
odism  in  Bloomfield,  to  be  printed  for  the 
use  of  the  people  here. 

Rev.  Mr.  Hoagland  spoke  of  the  need  of 
united  effort,  and  praised  the  people  for 
the  good  work  they  had  done  in  rebuild 
ing  their  chtirch 

The  Rev.  D.  R.  Lowrie  heartily  con¬ 
gratulated  his  people  on  the  success  of 
their  noble  effort. 

The  comer  stone  of  the  chapel  was  laid 
on  Monday  afternoon  with  deeply  inter¬ 
esting  services.  Rev.  Messrs.  Co  wins,  Be- 
bout,  Tuttle,  Ballantine,  and  Crane  took 
part  in  the  services.  Rev.  J.  Todd,  D.D., 
and  Rev.  G.  R.  Bristor,  D  D.,  delivered 
excellent  addresses.  The  p&stor,  Rev.  D., 
R  Lowrie,  presided.  Bishop  Harris  and 
Rev.  J.  H.  Knowles,  Presiding  Elder, 
were  unable  to  be  present  because  of 
other  important  official  engagements. 
They  sent  their  regrets.  A  number  of 
other  ministers  were  present  and  a  fine 
audience,  made  up  in  part  of  friends  from 
the  other  churches  in  town.  There  exists 
a  most  delightful  spirit  of  unity  among 
the  several  churches  and  pastors.  Among 
the  things  placed  in  the  corner-stone  are 
the  names  of  the  officers,  teachers  and 
scholars  of  the  Sunday:schQol  twenty  five 
years  ago.  Also,  the  names  and  members 
of  the  school  at  present,  with  the  names 
of  church  officers,  members,  building 
committee,  contributors  to  building  fund, 
and  many  other  things,  including  copies 
of  The  Bloomfield  Citizen  and  Daily 
Advertiser.  The  future  of  Methodism  in 
Bloomfield  is  bright  jsvith  hope.  During 
the  present  pastorare  over  fifty  persons 
have  been  added  to  the  membership,  and 
the  Sabbath-school  has  greatly  increased 
in  numbers  and  efficiency.  A  Young 
People’s  Association  has  just  been  organ¬ 
ized,  and  has  already  seventy  members. 
The  pastor  is  identified  with  all  depart¬ 
ments  of  church  work,  and  finds  a  noble 
corps  of  willing  workers  among  the  offi¬ 
ces  and  -members  of  both  church  and 
scnool.

The  Lesson  from  the  Newark  Wife 
murder. 

A  short  account  of  the  murder  of  Mrs. 
Lottie  Chisholm  by  her  husband,  John 
Chisholm,  on  Saturday'  last,  may  be  found 
in  another  column.  The  affair  is  one  so 
shocking  and  painful,  we  refrain  from 
raking  up  its  heartrending  details.  We 
venture,  however,  a  few  words  by  way  of 
comment.  A  real,  deep,  and  terrible  sor- 
3  to  those  who  have  been  thus 
suddenly  and  awfully  bereft  of  mother, 
daughter,  and  sister,  while  on  the  other 
hand,  a  remorse  harder  to  bear  than  even 
the  prospect  of  a  murderer’6  death  must 
be  felt,  no  matter  what  the  outward  seem¬ 
ing,  by  him  who  now  stands  within  the 
gnm  shadow  of  the  gallows.  Surely  he 
is  beyond  the  reach  of  legal  clemency,  and 
we  may  well  anticipate  the  judges  sen¬ 
tence,  and  pray  God  to  have  mercy  on  his 
poor  soul 

This  murder  was  not  a  “  cold  blooded” 
one,  as  we  are  wont  to  say,  but  hot 
blooded,  heated  first  of  all  by  disobedience 
to  and  abuse  of  parents.  Said  one  who 
knew  him  well:  “  He  was  always  a  bad 
boy,  and  got  his  education  on  the  streets.” 
When  will  boys  learn  that  God  means 
what  he  says  in  the  Fifth  Commandment; 
and  that  the  wise  man  knew  what  he  was 
talking  about  when  he  said:  “The  eye 
that  mocketh  at  his  father,  and  despiseth 
to  obey  his  mother,  the  ravens  of  the  val¬ 
ley  shall  pick  it  out  and  the  young  eagles 
shall  eat  it.” 

A  bad  end  Is  sure  to  followia  bad  begin¬ 
ning,  unless  the  grace  of  God  wonderfully 
interposes. 

Another  cause  of  hot  blood  was  bad 
companions.  “  A  man  is  known  by  the 
company  he  keeps,”  and  so  is  a  boy  or 
young  man;  and  not  only  known,  but 
made  by  the  company  he  keeps.  Let  our 
boys  remember  again  the  words  of  Solo- 
man:  “He  that  walketh  with  wise  men 
shall  be  wise:  but  a  companion  of  fools 
shall  be  destroyed.” 

Another  cause  of  hot  blood  was  the  use 
of  intoxicating  drinks.  What  a  con$um 
ing  fire  is  kindled  in  a  man’s  nature  when 
he  begins  a  dissipated  life!  True,  we  read, 
“he  was  sober”  when  the  act  was  com¬ 
mitted,  and  that  makes  it  all  the  more  in¬ 
excusable;  but  the  fire  had  been  kindled, 
it  had  been  doing  its  deadly  work;  it  had 
not  only  consumed  what  wus  good,  but 
inflamed  passions  that  were  vile,  wicked, 
and  debasing.  The  natural  heart  of  man 
is  bad  enough  without  any  artificial 
means  to  help  it  on. 

“  Deceitful  above  all  things  and  desper¬ 
ately  wicked,”  so  says  the  Word  of  God, 
and  he  who  ventures  to  add  fuel  to  the 
flame  must  suffer  the  consequences  sooner 
or  later.  In  the  olden  time  a  murderer 
was  buried  at  the  cross  roads,  serving, 
doubtless,  as  a  perpetual  reproach,  and  a 
continual  warning.  Let  the  details  of 
this  awful  crime,  with  the  influences  lead 
ing  thereto,  be  buried  at  the  cross  roads 
of  our  social  life,  with  suitable  epitaph, 
that  our  boys,  young  men,  and  others 
may  be  warned  in  time,  lest  they  too  fall 
into  like  wicked  ways.
